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WAR CLOUDS. 


Another Startling Speech From 
Skobeleff. 


The German Man of Blood and Iron 
Must Be Met With Blood 
and Iron. 


Latest on the Belligerent Phases of 
European Politics.

The French Ministry Sustained—Parnell

The War Clouds. 

LONDON, March 10.—A dispatch from New 
York to the Standard says the reports of im- 
pending European war telegraphed hence are 
affecting American markets. There is noth- 
ing known here to justify such reports. Gen. 
Skobeleff’s speech caused uneasiness by 
directing attention to points of difference 
existing between the Austrian and Russian 
policies, and this has given occasion for 
various somewhat sensational telegrams 
from Continental capitals and from the 
East, such, for example, as reported 
in the Times yesterday concerning the ap- 
prehension of war felt by the palace party at 
Constantinople; but there is no new fact de- 
veloped since the speech of Gen. Skobeleff 
pointing to the likelihood of a disturbance. 
On the contrary, there are signs of a subsid- 
ence of the tension to which the speech gave 
rise. One of these is the impending appoint- 
ment of an Austrian Ambassador in the place 
of Count Kalnoky at St. Petersburg, 
and another the announcement that the 
Russian Grand Duke Vladimir will shortly 
pass through Vienna, coupled with the semi- 
official denial by Austria that he is entrusted 
with any mission, because, considering the 
unclouded relations between Austria and 
Russia, none such is required. The prompt 
and cordial recognition of the Servian King- 
fom by Austria is considered to show the 
Austrians have satisfactory assurances that 
King Milan is not inclined to favor Pan- 
slavist intrigues. The principal dan- 
rer of complications between 
Russia and Austria, it is explained by ‘O. 
K.,’’ in arecent letter frum Moscow, would 
arise from Austria becoming embroiled with 


Montenegro and Servia. The pos- 
sibility of such embroilment is becoming 
less, as notwithstanding the conflicting 


accounts, the Austrians appear to be getting 
the better of the insurrection by a system of 
combined movements. The taking of Ubli 
is one of these, by means of which troops 
starting respectively from Castel Nuevo and 
Cattarro are hemming in the Crevoscians, 


cutting them off on one side from 
the Montenegrin frontier and on 
the other side from Herzegovina. 


SKOBELEFF MAKES ANOTHER SPEECH. 

A Berlin dispatch says Gen. Skobeleff de- 
fivered an address to a number of Russian 
officers stating 

THE BEST RUSSIAN IS THE CZAR. 
Curope knows he said what he thinks on 
the Slav question. His recall was only a 
new humiliation proceeding from the man 
who with blood and iron had founded the 
Empire which must be destroyed by Russian 
blood and iron.

The evidence was merely a repetition of what 
is already known concerning his attempt on 
the life of the Queen. It overwhelm- 
ingly confirmed the statement that bis pistol 
was sufficiently elevated when he fired for 
the ball to have struck her Majesty. 

SUNK WITH ALL ON BOARD, 

LONDON, March 10.—The Captain of the 
Cunard steamer Catalona, of Liverpool, from 
New York, reports that when off Point Lynas, 
on the outward passage, his vessel came in 
collision with an unknown barkentine, during 
a dense fog, and he believed that the latter 
sunk with all on board. 

A DEATH SENTENCE, 

Previous to the committal of MacLean the 
Treasury Solicitor stated he is prima facile sane 
and that the Magistrate had no authority to 
inquire into the state of his mind.

twent\ -two minutes. Near the ciose of the 
long ride her bicycle saddle threw ber 


a somersault, but she alighted nimbiy on her 
feet, and sustained no particular injuries. 
This morning she walked down to the ball 


fromthe St. James Hotel, and appeared to 
eujoy theexercisc. 

Promptly at 10 o’clock Miss Armaindo ap- 
peared on the track. accompanied by Prof, 
Rollinson, Manager Eck and Dr. Leslie. She 
recognized the reporter of the PusST DISPATCH. 
and sxia cheerily: 

‘*Itold you 1 should make over 100 miles 
yesterduy.’’ 

**And how do vou fee] this morning?’’ 

‘*Well,lTamall right, but th» long ride of 
course causes a great stixin, and I do not tee! 
“O nimble as yesterday, still I have no special 
reason tocompiain ”’ 

**Are you fully vrepared for to-day’s ride?’’ 

‘*Yes;ITuad my old saddle mended, and I 
shallride with greater ease, fer itis the most 
convenient and comfortable one I ever owned. 
The one I had yesterday was decidedly uncom- 
fortable.’’ 

THE SCORER CALLED TIME 
at this moment. Miss Armaindo jeaped into 
the sadd e and durted away ata velocity that 
showed she was fully competent tor to day’s 
task. Itwas evident, however, that she was 
somewhat stiffened from yesterday’s ride, for 
one of her lower limbs was severely straine:, 
and she had complained of her wrists. This 


of course will wear away as she becomes 
accustomed to the continuous motion of 
the ride, During the morning Surgeon Leslie 


Placed small rubber bands around Miss 
Armaindo’s wrists, and they proved quite an 
assistance. 

‘*What do you think of the lady’s condi- 
tion?’’ inquired the reporter ot Prof. Rollin- 
son.

The run is for one mile, Open to all the world, 
and I thinkI can beat the world on a short 
run.’’ 

‘‘Is your bicycle similar to the one Miss 
Armaindo rides?’’ 

‘*No, mineis imported from England. It 
cost me $166. The spokes are of Swedish iron, 
the braces of drawn steei, the pedals revolv- 
ing, and all nickel plated. In New Yorkthey 
have recently adopted my bicycle style for 
wheels for the ambulances, andin Paris now

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THE STRIKES.

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Painters, Molders and Stonemasous—Card 
from the Painters. 


This morning an unusually large number of 
striking painters gathered at Turner Hall, and 
were assembled throughout the day in earnest 
controversy, It begins to look as though the 
bosses had determined to strike against the 
strikers, for they show nosigns of concession, 


and are taking matters quite coolly. The 
employers declare that so Jong as the weather 
continues cold and damp thereis no particu- 


lar haste about arriving at a settlement. The 
strikers this morning received  in- 
formation that the bosses were meet, 


ing secretly and discussing the situation at 
their leisure. A few of the shops, which were 
closely pressed by contracts, particularly 
Mullin’s, have takenin a few of the strikers 
on the basis of their demand.The general situ- 
ation, however, remains unchanged. 

THE MOLDERS’ UNION 
is having rather a difficult time, for they seem 
utterly unable to convincethe various foun- 
dries of the justice or propriety of their claim. 
On the contrary, the foundaries are receiving 
alarge influx of molders from abroad, who 
are oe into the vacant places with 4 
will, and doing as good service as the strikers, 
These tacts are telling seriously against the 
union, which appears not to have enlisted much 
sympathy. Intact, the molders’ unions Of 
this city have been singularly unfortunate in 
their strikes, and have never forced the em.- 
plovers to terms, because the people have been 
againstthem. Their strikes have generally 
been for petty grievances, and not including 
such worthy demands as more wages or less 
hours. The molders’ unionis liable to stay 
out and get left finthis fight. The foundries 
are in earnest and mean business. 

THE STONEMASONS 

are on the verge of another strike, because 
the bosses have declared their intention of 
grading the workmen and paying according 
to individual ability and ———— but the 
union has a uniform rate and will scarcely 
submit tothe proposed change. The stone- 
masons’ union is expected to meet Saturday 
night to discuss the situation. 

The painters have issued the following card: 

A CARD FROM THE PAINTERS. 

Fully realizing that we are dependent on 
the community in which we live and laborfor 
the support of ourselves and our families, we 
have never sought to conceal from that com- 
munity the object and purpose of our union. 

We have always thought that the public 
were as much interested in the amountof 
wages to be paid to workmen as the various 
bosses, and have, consequently, never hesi- 
tated to make known the nature ofour de- 
mands, and advocate the justice of our cause 
before all men in an open assembly. 

We are not afraid to pleaa our cause before 
the bar of public opinion nor to snomit to the 
judgment of its tribunal. 

We feel sati-fied that the community is with 
us and that public sympathy isin our favor, 
and so do our bosses, for it is sufeto assert 
that there is not a house-owner in St. Louis 
who is so selfish and indifferentto the wants 
of a workingman as to refuse to give him suf- 
ficient compensation for his day’s labor to 
provide for the simple necessities for himself 
and sometimes hungry children. 

Tne press bas given us a tair hearing and we 
have been enabled to explain our unfortunate 
condition to the public. Our bosses have been 
able to examine our statements carefully, but 
has any one ventured forward so far with a 
contradiction? No. What,then,is our con 
dition? We stand before the public as acilass 
of men willingto work fora living, but yet 
unable to afflict ourselves with the full realiza- 
tion of that biblical curse, ‘‘In the sweat of 
thy brow shalt thou earn thy bread ’’ To real- 
ize this curse in its plentude would be a bless. 
ing to the painter, but he seemato have been 
er ag from the misfortune it was meant to 
inflict. 

Under these circumstances, and feeling, as 
we do, that the public love fair play, we de- 
sire to ask the opinion of the press upon the 
means and methods adopted by the bosses in 
their conflict with us. Is it right, is it justice 
to us ortothe community for them to hold 
secret conclaves for the discussion of our 
grievances? If justice and right be on their 
side, why are they afraid to discuss the situa- 
tion openly? Only error and crime 
love the darkness. Truth and jus 
tice are not afraid of the daylight. 

Fi'ty or sixty of our bosses met yesterday 
afternoon to devise means of crushing us and 
to cheer and encourage each other in their 

00d work, and, as they would have the pub- 
lic believe, laudable undertaking. They met 
in the Masonic Hall, where boltand key gave 
a double assurance of securitv anda secrecy, 
and furnish the community with the spectacie 
of a crowd of sot-disant§ honorabie, intelligent 
men too cowardly and unjust to make their 
sentiments public or submit them to pt 
scrutiny. Our meetings are open to

to our bosses, and we would like to know if 
we are right in believing that the public is the 
best arbiter of the existing difliiculties be- 
tween the bosses and journeymen painters? 
If so we would then petition the press from 
our humble position to aid us in obtaining the 
views of the assembled bosses that the public 
may decide whois in the right, and in whose 
favor judgment should be rendered.

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THE LUCAS MARKET. 


A Clear Statement of the Case and th 
Issues Involved. : 
St. Louis, March 10, 1882. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial in your issue of Thursday 
last upon the removal of “the old Lucas 
Market” suggests the following explanation: 
The ordinance drafted by the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements and referred by the 
Assembly to a committee, which has agreed 
to report adversely upon same by a vote of 
fur to two, contemplates the 
condem nation of the Lucas Market property, 


a strip of ground thirty feet wide extending 
from St. Charles to market streets along the 
center of Twelfth street and belonging to the 
city, just as if such property belonged to an 
individual. Commissioners, under the ordi- 
nance, would be appointed by the Circuit 
Court, whose duty it would be to _ first 
put a valuation upon the prop- 
erty and then assess the _ /jbenefits 
an damages against adjacent or 
adjoining owners, just asisthe case under 
the general law in ordinary street openings, 
Tbe report of the commissioners would be 
submitted to the Assembly for approval, and 
a vote of that body would then decide the 
whole question at issue. If the report were 
satisfactory the Council would approve it 
and the market would go—if not satisfactory 
the whole matter would be as if it had not 
been, and the market would remain 
as it is, a monument to the esthetic taste of 
our worthy city fathers and their coadjutors 
inside and out of it. The last named feature 
in the proceedings would seem to be suifli- 
cient guarantee thatthe citv was not upon 
the point of being ruthlessly swinaled by 
those chronic bug-bears, ‘‘the Lucas heirs.’ 

Not “the Lucas heirs,” but the proverty- 
owners on Twelfth street, between St. Charles 
and Market streets did propose, some years 
ago, to pay the city ten thousand dollars to 
remove Lucas Market and to be allowed to 
pave the street with granite at their own exe 
pense. The same spirit.met and defeated the 
proposition that now stands against the pres- 
ent attempt to improve this quarter, and the 
very best reason for not making the same 
offer is the fact that it failed to prevail be- 
fore. 

Again, Mr. Lucas sold the property tothe 
city in 1864 for $64,000. The city should get 
back its $64,000 before it parts with its title 
to the same, we are told. When Mr. Lucas 
sold this property to the city, he gave a good 
and valid warranty deed for it and had no 
claim to it afterwards. If the city is pre- 
pared to sell the property to-day, it is more 
than likely that the Lucas heirs, or even 
the heirs of Smith or in 
fact any other heirs, would make 
a bid for it equivalent to the purchase 
money paid Jas. H. Lucas. But upon what 
ground is it asked that the property-owners 
on Twelfth street shall step forward and pure 
chase the property from the city? Simply to 
redonate the same for the use of the public? 
The city retains her titie to the property and 
inno manner transfers her interest to the 
Lucas beirs any more than to any other citi- 
zens. She simply changes the use of the 
property from market purvoses to street pur- 
poses and reserves the right to change it 
again at any time to any use she may see fit. 

it is scarcely necessary to say that the par- 
tits who wishthne market retained because 
they sell meat or buy it there should make 
no accusation of “interested motives” against 
the property-hoiders, nor should it be neces- 
sary to state that those who favor the re- 
moval of the market would substantially 
supportthne opening of Twelfth street to 
Cass avenue whenever such a

LURKING IN LABOR. 
iE ER 
Diseases and Death to be Found in 
Many Occupations. 
The Risks Run by Several Classes of 
Workmen—The Hardships in the 
Struggle for Existence. 


The working class has often been called the 
bone and sinew of the social fapric. The in- 
terests of the laborers and of the people in 
general a:e intimately connected. The con. 
dition of the former has been pointed out 
pretty fully from a local standpoint in the 
PosT-DISPATCH. 

That any person who gains his ilving by man- 
ual labor must have good health to do so, will 
be admitted. It remains to inquire just what 
grievances the laborers have in this respect. 
They can be classed under two heads—the 
sanitary condition of the shops and factories 
where the work is done, and the number of 
hours which most men, women and 
children are compelled to work and which, 
physicians claim, are breaking down a class 


which comprises four-fifths of the population 
of the nation. Visits to the various places 
where men, women and children are employ- 
ed in St. Louis do not show that any great 
care is taken inregardto the health of. the 
employes. Of coursethere are some excep 
tions, but the general condition can be stated 
as notas good asit might easily be. As a 
rule cigar shops are badly ventilatcd. 
Out of nearly one hundred returns tothe Bu 
reau of Labor Statistics very tew report venti- 
lation as good. Inalarge majority the com- 
ment is ‘‘very bad,’’ ‘‘horribie,’’ ‘‘sicken- 
ing,’’ ete. Among thisclass of workers the 
most prevalent disease is consumption, and 
it really carries off a great number of 
them. The seeds of this diseuse are 
sown by the tobacco dust and close confine- 
ment. The §handling of this weed, the phy- 
sicians say, also is a fruitfu! source of cutarrh, 
bronchitis, and the various throat and lung 
troubles. 
od ry ALSO STATED 
that nervous and general debility are ccm- 
mon complaints among cigar-makers. The 
continuous strain at the same work, hour 
after hour, in the same cramped and bent 
position. and the incessant watchfulness 
necessary to success in the calling, are the ex- 
citing causes of these nervous diseases. Then 
again the fine dust from tne tobacco injurions 
ly affects the eyes and soon weakens the sight. 
tors state that it is impossibie to find any 
cigar-maker who has worked for a length of 
time at the trade who is in a healthy condition 
of body. 

The methods suggested to benefit this class 
are simpiy ventilation, shorter hours, fresh 
airand outdoor exercise. Of course the same

the city is also terrible in this way. The class 
here referred to are those who take the work 
to their homes and doit there. These are, as 
a rule, most miserably paid. Women 
who work for prominent tailors state that it 
will often take fourteen hours’ work, without 
intermission, to make a dollar. The -sbirt- 
mukers are in a worse state. Fifty cents a day 
is considered splendid wages for them, and, 
to run the figures up as high as 75 cents 
in most cases requires fifteen or sixteen hours’ 
lubor. There are 5,000 women of this class in 
St. Louis, dependent on their needle for a 
livelihood, andthey are, perhaps, the most 
persistent workers alive. They are always 
closeted up in close, badly-ventilated rooms, 
and incessant labor is the price of life for 
them life meaning the cheapest eatables pur- 
chasable, a small cup of tea a day, a little bit of 
fire when the weather is very cold, and about 
six hours of sleep out of every twenty-four. 
A convincing proof of the disastrous effects 
of labor under the present unhealthy condi- 
tions and long hoursis that health statisti- 
cians estimate that while tbe laboring classes 
form four-fifths of the population of the United 
States, they furnish nearly seven-eighths of 
the deatns.

TRAIN SCIENCE. 


How a Vast Business is Done on & 
Single Track. 


-_ — 
— 


The Eagle-Eyed Train-Dispatcher in his 
Perch Watching the Whole Road 
Day and Night. 


‘‘No, sir,’’ said a well-known railroad man 
of this city recently, ‘‘it would be utterly im- 
possible to conduct the railroad traftic of to- 
day without the telegraph. Unaided our 
roacs couid not do a hundredth part of the 
business they now do—and that is about equal 
to saying that without the telegraph railway 
transit would be fifty times as expensive as it 
is to-day.’’ The reader has been so long used 
to both rail aad wire that it has never occurred 
to him how dependent the big track is upon 
the little one. Although the railroad ante- 
dated the telegraph, yet its workings up to the 
introduction of the latter were exceedingly 
restricted. Wheninventive man had gotten 
the railroad into fair shape, he had really 
acquired a highway which was too fast for 
him. All he could do was to start the 
big horse at one end and let him go. 


If the horse had fto meet other horses he 
took his chances of a smash-up, or else pro- 
gressed very slowiy. Then it was that Mr. 
Morse harnessed up electricity to run aheacdon 
u wire and pilot the horse,and ever since eicc- 
tricity has been largely engaged in this kind 
of work. Norailroad of any length can exist 
withouta telegraph. 

Did the reader everthink what an exreed- 
ingly nice and accurate task it is to hurry 
fiity trains over a road with fifty more to 
meet them, and, perhaps, construction trains 
and special trains out to complicate matters? 
Some of the one hundred trains going slow, 
and some very fast, overtaking and pa-sing 
each other dav and night? Certai: ly, this is 
adeep yvame of chess to play at besc, but how 
itis complicated when delays or accidents 
occur, and the regular time of every train is 
changed? To construct a time table of a 
road tor every train and every 
pvintis a difficult thing to do at leisure; yet 
the whole schedule may be, and constantly is 
upset, and then must be immediately re- 
xdjusted. Weridein the cars, we meet with 
sinall accidents and delays, and give tne 
matter no concern except to turn over inthe 
comfortable sleeper berth and inquire ‘‘Why 
in thunder don’t the train go on?’’ or ‘What 
are we waiting for now, porter?’’ 

THE TRAIN-DISPATCHER. 

But while we sleep or thoughtiessly pass the 
hours of travel away, there is a man far away 
who is watching us, and watching every other 
train, too, vpon the road. He knows just where 
we are, aud can put his finger upon us at each 
and every minute of the day or night. If our 
train gets into any trouble which causes 
more than afew wminutes’ delav, he 
will be informed of the fact and take 
charge of us by wire, and aiso take charge of 
ail other trains which cau possibly approach 
us either way. This man is called the Train- 
Dispatcher, and he hus his office generally at 
that point of the line where the main offices of 
the road are. 

A PosT- DISPATCH reporter has lately quericad 
into the train-dispatching busiuess and 
learnea something ofits workings. The par- 
ticulars are too minute tor the public toap- 
preciate, butthe general pringipies are not 
without interest. 

After what has been said of the train-dis- 
patcher’s omnipotent eve, it need not be 
added that he must ve a verv caretul, clear- 
headed, experienced man. Upon him far 
more than any conductor or engineer may 
depend the safety of the trrveler. A 
few careless ticks with has right 
hand at a critical moment may 
cause a fearful collision. TBe drug clerk 
siavs his single man by a mistake in apre- 
scription, but the train-dispatche: can murder 
hundreds by simply clicking five for fifteen.

rand, and thistaken cool. The chief train- 
dispatcher has of course his ass!stants,who al- 
ternate atthe instrument, and they must be 
} as like unto himself as possible. The train- 
dispatcher is of course always subject tothe 
general superintendent,oriue master oftrans- 
portation, ifthereis one. The invention of 
the telegraph did not mate tratin-dispatching 
easy atonce. The system had to grow up, 
aud is the result to-day of the combined in- 
genuity and experience of train-operating for 
over a quarter of a century. 
Train-dispatching is essentiall, the same 
allover the United States, varying only in 
minor details uy Ou the various roads. Some 
roads are more czxreful than others, and 
therefore have minuter rules governing the 
sending of dispatches and to prevent mistakes 
in them. 

The regular time table of a railroad is so ad- 
justed that when it is strictly followed the 
train- dispatcher has theoretically nothing to 
do butto wuit for ‘‘something to turn up.’’ 
The train men, switchmen, trackmen and 
station agents are all governed by a strict coae 
of rules, which willcurry the trains through 
without delay or accident under ordinary cir- 
cumstances. The train-dispatcher is perfect- 
ly familiar with the complete time table ana 
knows just where every train, passenger or 
freizht, oughtto beatany given time. The 
entire road lies before his mind’s eye like a 
map, or, better, asa 

BIRD’S-EYE VIEW. 

Every station agent or operator is his 
agent to inform him of the time of the passaye 
of every train. Evenif one or more trains aie 
behind time, he knows just the time at which 
they each leit their last station, and conse- 
quently at what time they ought to arrive at 
their next. Every item of such teiegraph in- 
formation received from off the road is, of 
course, filed for reference. As before said, as 
long as every train is up to time, or to within a 
certain agreed-upon limit, the train dis- 
patcher has Only machine-labor to pertorm. 
But suddenly, while in this state ot listless 
waiting, word comes from Station 25 of a deluy 
or aswmall accident theie. Now.is the time for 
the train-uispatcher to open his weather-eye. 
He scans the road to see what trains are near 
Station 23. If there are any such they must at 
once be ‘‘given orders,’’ so that they may 
avoid all danger, and yet lose as iittle time as 
possibic. Ifthe accidentis one which it will take 
several hoursto repair, then, of course, a 
greater number of trains will have to be at 
tended to. The dispatcher must kaow where 
all switches are and their capacity. His 
chief torce and ability are shown jess in keep 
ing the trains back aud out of the way ot dan- 
ger, than in instantly and clearly seeing how 
their advance can be most surely secured 
without incurring danger. A tool could keep 
trains away trom each other. The work of the 
train-dispatcher, however, is not very diffi- 
cult when there is trouble at only one point. 
Suppose there is trouble at two or three 
points, so that in a few hours every train each 


way is thrown out of time, then 
it is that the clearheadedness ot 
the train dispatcher comes into 


prominence. He has every truin ‘‘under or. 
ders,’* and he is in communication continually 
with nearly every conductor or station oper- 
ator onthe road. He wust still make the best 
disposition possible of all the track that is 
open, move aivng all trains that can be mov. 
ed. The reader can well understand that the 
situation may become extreweiy complicated. 
Nevertheless the skillful train-dispatcher wil) 
bring everything ouc all right, barring, o: 
course, 30me delay to passengers and mer. 
chandise. Mr. Warder Cummings, now divis 
jon superintendent of the Missouri Pacific, 
boasts that years ago, when he was train-dis- 
patcher on the line between Pittshurg and 
Crestline, O., he once had seventy trains on 
the rozda (thirty - five each way) 
and each and every train out 
of time, yet he _ brought them ail 
through siick and sound and without unneces- 
sary delay. There are, of course, many oth 
ers of the profession who have had similar 
experiences. 
WHEN THE WIRES ARE DOWN. 

What does the train dispatcher do when his 
wires are down? In that case he can do noth 
ing except 80 tar as his connection remains 
good. If the break in the wires is neartohim, 
then, ol course, he has iittle to do save to 
hang up his feet on atable and wait. But 
when station Operators lose their connection 
withthe main office they at once notify all 
trains on their division of the tact, and con- 
ductors and engineers have to use great cau- 
tion and run very siowly. The passenger 
never allows himself to think of such a cause 
as this when he finds the train creeping along. 
He don’t know that his train is perhaps run- 
ning hap-hazard,and feeling for a train known 
to be approaching from the opposite direction. 

In sending so many dispatches to sO many 
points and giving sueh diverse directions, 
there is, of course, a liability to error, both 
on the partof the train-aispatcher and the 
station operator. Even when ‘the order is 
correctly received andthe condpctor flagged 
and presented with it, there is st}! a possibilt- 
ty that the condactor may misynderstand ite 


. Allthisis 
ta of considerable 
the station operator 


ceives an ‘‘order,’’ immediately telegraphs it 
back to the train-dispatcher and receives his 
*‘O. K.’’ that it is right. He receives it 
in manifold in the first place. Two 
copies he gives to the conductor and one 
he files in his office. The conductor reads 
aloud the message tothe operator to see if it 
is understood. Then hetakes a copy tothe 
engineer and asks the engineer to read it, and 
state what hethinksit means. If the conduc- 
tor and engineer do not agree upon the mean- 
ing, they mustat once telegraph tothe train- 
dispatcher for more explicit instrnctions. In 
short, the train can’t move until operator, 
conductor and engineer are perfectly agreed 
upon allorders received. Engineers are al- 
ways authorized to refuse to obey a conductor 
when they think it dangerousto do so. Ona 
well managed road it may be said 
that all train regulation is con 
ducted with equal care. All of this may 
cause adelay, and is surejto enrage the passen- 
gers, but itis for theirown immediate good, 
and if they knew the circumstances they would 
be more anxious to have everything correet 
than the train men are. 

It is commonly supposed that special trains 
have the right of way over nearly ali others, 
but this is very rarely the case. On great oc- 
casions a special time table is prepared for the 
extra train and then the others give way to it. 
For instance, once a year the di ectors of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad come West over all 
their jines to Chicago and St. Louis. Months 
beforehand a special tim«-table is made 
out for their benefit. lf, however, at 
any time they § fall behind in the 
time oftheir own special schedule, ithey at 
once pass into the hands of the train-dis- 
patcher, tne same as any ovher train. 

Enouzh nas been said to show the import- 
ance of the office of train-dispatcher to a 
greatrailroad. Itis one of the most particu- 
larjobsinthe world. Railroad men always 
spell it with a big T and a big D.

THE FIGHT FOR LIFE. 
People who are used to thinking of this 
golden West as a land flowing with milk and 
honey, Where peace and plenty are the house- 
hold gods over every hearth-stone, little know 
how the iron grip of poverty and Want are at 
the throats of a majority of the people. 
There are readers of the PosT-DISPATCH 
making from twelve hundred tu three thou- 
sand a year who complain bitterly of their 
poverty and consider themselves hardly treated 
by fate, and yet within half an inch of their 
doors they can find what real poverty 
means. They can see men killing them- 
selves and blighting their children for 
a dollar a day, walking upon an eter- 
nal treadmill of hard work—work which 
is so brutal and so deadly that no man can 
liye under its stress—for a miserable pittance 
with which they keep life in the bodies of 
their wives and children. Articles have been 
printedin this paper showing something of 
the struggie for existence which is going on in 
this city, but no account, no matter how truth- 
ful or detailed, can convey the sadness and 
tragedy of the reality. The poor must con- 
centrate all their brains and energies on 
bread-winning alone. They have not time 
or strength for either’ religion, edu- 
cation or even health. In another 
column will be found detailed some of the 
causes of the great mortality among the prole- 
tariat. The unhealthy, ill-ventilated work- 
shops breed consumption and its attendant 
diseases. The laborer goes home from the 
factory where he has been inhaiing cotton 
fluff, lead colic, steel filings or tobacco dust, 
to his tenement home, with the foul typhus- 
haunted, mephitic air. His children, as soon 
as they are old enough to walk, are drafted 
into the fight for food, and mercilessly ground 
to death by the relentless systems of child- 
labor. His girlsand his boys who survive 
the dangers of work are exposed 
more cruelly to crime; prostitution and theft 
are continually beckoning them towards the 
hospital andthe penitentiary. Beneath it 
all he knows that his struggle is a losing one; 
that his children can get no education, no 
chance in life, but must be sunk deeper in the 
mire than he is himseif; he knows that the 
time must come when he will be too weak to 
work and will be shaken offintothe gutter. 
He feels that the end of it all must be the 
Poor-house and the potter’s field—or the 
medical college, if his corpse should by any 
lucky fatality be plump enough to make it 
worth anything toscience. The picture is not 
overdrawn. In free America, where the poor 
are more than anywhere else the arbiters of 
their own fate, the horrors of destitution are 
to be found inevery great city. The Tragedy 
of Life is played on the theater of the New 
World with just as complete a role as we can 
findin the Old. With over-crowded cities, 
laboradrugin the market, ignorance and 
crime, men contrive to make themselves to 
the full as wretched under this Republic as 
are the trembling subjects of despotism in 
Russia or the Barbary States.

of 1870. The reeent inflammatory speech 
delivered by inebriated Gen. SKOBELEFF to 
the Servian students in Paris seems to have 
started warlike rumors in every quarter. 
There is, unquestionably, a strong fighting or 
“Jingo” party in Russia, which is impelling 
the Czar to choose between a foreign war or 
a domestic revolution. The attitude of the 
Russian ruleris very much akin to that in 
which LouIs NAPOLEON (so-called) found 
himself when he was compeiled to declare 
war with Germany or abdicate his throne. 
The Slavic element of Russia is in perfect 
sympathy with the Bosnians and Herzego- 
vinians who are in revolt against the rule of 
Austria. The French people are stimulating 
the feeling and urging an interference, in the 
hope that if Austria can be drawn into a war 
witb Russia it won’t be long before the con 

test will take the shape of Russ against Teu- 
ton, and this will force Germany to the front. 
There is, undoubtediy, an undercurrent of 
hostility to Germany throughout all Rus- 
sia and a war against the overshadowing 
BISMARCK would be quite popular, It would 
undoubtedly end inthe prompt whipping of 
Russia, unless France should come in on the 
rear, for the Russians, despite their eignts 
millions of people, are no match for the mod- 
arn Spartans. The war between Russia and 
urkey in 1877 demonstrated the weakness of 
the Russians. They have good fichting ma- 
terial and are brave enougb, but their mili- 
tary organization is defective and their 
oflicers are absolutely worthless, They threw 
their courageous soldiers against the Turkish 
works at Pleyna week after week with ap 
energy tuat was fiendish only to meet death 
and defeat, and it was not wntil old TODLE- 
BEN came along and showed them how to 
turn the flank of the entrenched barbarians 


BISMARCK is prepared to go to war in ten 
days, and if he concludes that the thing is in- 
evitable he will not put it off until next year 
or the year after. The first thing that is 
known he will be pounding on the gates of 
St. Petersburg. BEngiand’s hatred of Russia 
jis as great as her jealousy of Germany, and 
she wou'd probably attempt to main- 
tain a neutrality inthe event ofa war. We of 
the United States are in a position to con- 
template a general outbreak over there with 
considerable unanimity, for we have bread- 
stuffs to selland no end of shops for the 
manufacture of war munitions.

The 
people were inclined to go with him. JouHN- 
SON was the most eloquent and powerful 
speaker in the State, and in the convention 
he took the floor and entered a ringing protest 
against disunion. The convention was swing- 
ing to his side and TOOMBS and COBB 
and the other leaders of secession felt the 


their heads. Their political salvation depend- 
ed on heading JOHNSON off. They finally se- 
cured a recess for dinner with the under- 
standing that Mr. JOHNSON should continue 
his address at the reassembling of the con- 
vention. Theconspirators enticed the elo- 
quent orator into one of their rooms in a 
hotel and persuaded him todrink a brandy 
toddy which had been especially prepared to 
break his command over his topic. Col. 
LAMAR mixed it himself. Mr. JOHNSON 
drank it and was soon in a fuddled condition. 
When he re-entered the convention after 
dinner he could not goon with his speech. 
His memory was confused and his inco- 
herency soon set the convention to 
laughing at him. The voice of rea- 
son was hushed and the State of Georgia 
was instantly swept into the whirlpool of 
secession. How different {the result would 
have been had Col. LAMAR made al} mis- 
cue and consumed that Sampsonian toddy 
himself! The war might have been averted. 
We trust that Mr. LAMAR, who is now editor 
of the Macon (Ga.) Telegraph, will continue 
his interesting confessions.

Fixing Marginal Values Fails to 
Weaken Wheat, 


Harvest in Different Countries—Wants 
lIniermatien—Other liems,. 


The news this morning that the marginal 
value of April wheat in Chicago had been of- 
ficially located at $1 22 was hailed with satis- 
faction by the shortsin this market, most of 
whom expected April wheat in Chicago to 
break to-day to $1 22 and under, and the whole 
line of wheat to break off in price through 
sympathy. ereatly to their surprise Chicago 
May wheat opened %c higher, at $i 23%, and 
then April came in over the wires at $1 29%, 
an advance of %c. It was at once seen that 
the clique had not given upjthe game, and, ei- 
ther through obstinacy, faith in the ultimate 
outcome of the deal or some other reason, had 
determined to stiffly maintain their position 
and continue to elevate the market. Private 
telegrams state that margins have not yet been 
called by either side on this decision.

How the Boys Look at Their Work 
and Play. 


——— 


Nearly Three Hundred Young Savages 
Training for the Penitentiary. 


Probably there is no institution in the city 
of 8t. Lous about which so much thatis both 
good and bad might be said, as the House of 
Refuge. fInside the long, dun-colored 
fences which mark the bounds of the spacious 
grounds,is gathered all the precocious depray- 
ity as well as the juvenile friendlessie:<s of the 
city. Here are boys who have been runin by 
the police for theft worxing and playing with 
boys whose crime was poverty. They are all 
immured togetherinthe vain hope tnat the 
good children will not be contaminated too 
much, and the certain knowledge that the bad 
ones Cannot by any possibility be made any 
worse. 

Atthe entrance to the Refuge the visitor is 
confronted with a long bench full of rather 
draggied and subdued-looking women, wait- 


ing to see their children on the inside. 
The buildings are very small con- 
sidering the number of ipmates, and 
they certainly can lay no claim 


to architectural beauty. In the old times, be 
fore the war, it was a semall-pox hospital, and 
the subsequent fires and the ravages of time 
have been but badly covered with lead colored 
aint acd patching. All about the House of 
fuge one reads the story of 
poverty,and many of the arrangements are 
Only evident makeshifts. 
hen a reporter of the PostT-DISPATCH 
visited the place yesterday he was put under 
the care of Assistant Superintendent Onslow 
and taken through the building thoroughly. 
Che first place seen was 
THE SHOE DEPARTMENT, 
in which the hard, steadfast and silent work, 
fone with almost feverish anxiety by 
the boys, with down-cast faces end 
tired but watchful poses, recalled the worst 
impression one gets of penitentiary work. 
There is no question that the boys are learning 
the shoe trade thoroughly, but they are 
learning itina brutalizing way. It is a sad 
Bighttosee a child or thirceen or fourteen 
working for dear lffe at a 
ess treadmill of a machine 
with a watchful overseer piercing him with his 
eye, and hungrily anxious woget more work 
out of him than heisdoing. The boys prob- 
ably do not reason about a boy’s natural 
righttobe happy during his boyhood, but 
any one who looks in their taces can see how 
twisted and dis'o ted their natures 
are becoming under tue strain of prison life. 
{tis bard to realize that these boys are crim- 
Inals and thatthey must be secluded as well 
as Other enemies of society for society’s pro- 
tection. Nearly all their crime is the direct 
product of the slums, iike the typhoid fever, 
and bad these children bad half a 
chance in life they would not be in a prison 
wasting the only happy years of their lives 
when they should be having a bright and 
pleasant time of itas other boys have. The 
whole place seems like a hospital. The in- 
mates are suffering, they cannot 
understand why. In the shoe shop 
some ent boys are employed, 
_—_ of them being taughtthe management of 
me 
PARTICULAR PIECE OF MACHINERY, 
ust as Operatives are taughtin an ordinary 
actory. The boys are quick to learn, but the 
contractors, Dittman & Co., compiain that as 
s00n as they become proficient they are re. 
feased, and hence the business is being con- 
lucted at a dead loss. When the boys 
ve learned the business and are dis- 
charged, they have considerable difficulty in 
findine employment, as they are each versed 


can not be sure of getting work unless there 
happens to be just such work asthey want to 

et. Thirty boys areinthe chair shops, and 

ey are much younger than those in the 
shoe department, and consequently they 
Beom to be even more resentful of their con- 
finement than those who are older and who 
seein to be used to the restraints of the reform- 
atory. Three boys are in the bakery,twenty at 
house-work and ten at miscellaneous 
labor. Thirty of the boys attend school, 
without doing work as yet, and about 
twenty-five of them, very young ones, are 
keptin the giris’ department on the other end 
of the grounds. It is not of the institution, 
but of the inmates, that this article treats, 
and hence the House of Refuge itseit 
may be dismissed with uw few 
words. Mr. Shaffer seems to be a most 
bompetent and painstaking men. The pre- 
iniees are clean, well ordered and wholesome- 
looking, and with the limited resources at 
his command the wonder is that he nas done 
BoOmuch. Heisthe yery reverse of the aver. 
age city employe, and the condition and de- 
scription of the institution under him can 
testify that he earns his salary and more.

Hard work 
and strict discipline never madea ped bov 
good, although it may make him a hypo- 
crite, an it certainly results 
in feverish industry and good behavior. The 
methods ot discipline «re rather complicated, 
A boy gets five good marks for every day that 
he behaves fairiy well in school, at work and 
on the play ground. When he gets nine hun- 


dred of these merits he is paid ten 
cents a weck for bis work, which 
Ils given to him as pocket money. 


When 1,800 good miurks are to his credit he 
te twen cents a week, butis only given 
n, the balance being kept to give him a little 

money to start on when he leaves the Refuge. 

At2.700marksthis payis increased again to 

thirty cents, so that it frequentlv happens 

that a boy has $25 or $30 on going away. 

When he rets 3,600 marks he

THE POPLAR STREET TRACK. 
The Missouri Pacific to be Fought 
For Its Possession. 

A St. Louis Syndicate Organized Who 
Claim the Ownership. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON City, March 10.—The Poplar 


street track of St. Louis has figured before 
the public in various ways recently. To-day 
articles of asscciation have been forwarded 
from St. Louis for the organization of a 
new railroad syndicate, which would 
appear to assume a position 
of hostility to the present arrangement of the 
Missouri Pacific road. The articles read 
that the new company shall be known as the 
“St. Louis Connecting Railway Company,” 
and shall continue for 100 years. 
It will be remembered that the Poplar street 


track was recently sold at the St. Louis 
Court-house door to satisfy an execution 
against the old Pacificj)Railroad for rent of 
the Boonville branch and that it was bought 
in by a Mr. Nelson at a nominal figure in the 
interest of a syndicate of capitalists. Those 
gentlemen are evidently showing their aggres- 
sive hands in the documentjust to hand. 
They declare that it is their object to maintain 
and operate a standard gauge railroad for the 
convevance of persons and property and to 
hold and receive by conveyance and tenure 
that branch of the Pacific Railroad known 
as the Poplar. street track, extending 
eastwardly from Seventh street along Poplar 
to the levee, thence north and south, to oper- 
ate the track, extend it and facilitate the de- 
livery and receipt of freight and merchan- 
dise. The road _ will extend from the 
Union Depot along the levee northwardly 
toree miles, with side branch tracks connect- 
ing with elevators, ete., and southwardlv to 
the Iron Mountain tracks one mile. The 
capital stock ig $100,000, in 1,000 shares 
of $100 each. The first board of 
directors is announced as 
William D. Griswold, Leonard Mathews, 
Samuel Havs, James L. D. Morrison, F. J. 
Bowman, Chas. H. Peck, James Baker and 
William H. Thompson, The St. Louis cap- 
italists intereste in the enterprise are 
each owners of fifteen shares.

HORSEBACK RIDING. 


How the Swell Ladies of New York 
Take t.xercise. 
From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 


The sweilest thieg for a wuman is to go out 
attended only by a groom, who rides sedacely 
ten feet to her rear. Phe preteniivus riders 
nowadays «corn to ride gilioving borses—the 
comforiavle, see-saw rules that carry you 
like a bay in a cradie—but pride themseives 
on being able to stand ine juli and boundot 
trotting. They pretend it is easy, and that 
they neve: meet the horse’s back baif way, 
With a chuy ‘hat threatens to «hake the livei 
from its fastenings, but | know better. 

The latest fashions iu riding habits require 
that they shali be fitted by atallor, though a 
clever Woman may dothe wrk herself by at- 
tending closely to this description of the pe- 
culisr cut: On the left side, in front, is a 

ore taken across to make room for the 
nee. This gore is not straight across, 
but forms a curve, making a kind of 
acket for the knee to fitin. The side breadth 
like that of an ordinary skirt, but the back 
one ig peculiar in many respecis, First, (here 
is a small gore on the upper part, which ter- 
minates and commences again on the middle 
ofthe skirt. These gores have the same ob- 
ject us the one Over the knee—that is, io form 
& Space fur the bend of the figure, allowing 
for the skirt to set properly without adding 
to iis fulness. Otherwise ihe wearer might 
be bo sted out of the saddle, on the principle 
of the boy whose trouser- ware made with no 
fulness in the seat, and therefore pushed him 
off the doorsteps every time he bent to get 
down decorousiy. Fashion dictates that the 
habit must tit snuvly from peck to toes, and 
bejmade from heavy cloth. his necessitates 
the easements whici I have described. 

The skirt is perfectly tight around the 
Waist, and mounted on a piece of siik galloon. 
On the right side, between the front and back 
breadth, it opevs, and is fastened by buttons 
and button-holes: and on the inside of this 
Open partis the pocket. In front is a band of 
Clastic, fur the foot to pass through, like a 
stirrup, to keep the skirtdown. Were it not 
for this, the dress would push up in riding. 
Still, that would be no great disaster, for un- 
derneath are trousers, half Jleather and half 
cioth. They are closed and buttoned on 
each side of the hips, something like the old- 
fashioned, flap-fronted breeches of our 
granddaddies. The upper part is buckskin, 
aud the legs are cioth, like the dress. The 
Waiet has two gvres in front and a 
small side plece. The style is to be 
as tlat-breasted as possible when on horse- 
back. The side piece in the back is very nar- 
row. The back has no seam down the center, 
aud forms a small basque, with the side 
pieces fa jing over it and fastened on the in- 
side of the plait. The side pieces of the back 
and the back itself are thus joined by being 
placed one over the other. The buttons 
should be very small and round. The tight 
sieeves button over at the wrist. The waist 
is wadded in case the woman is slender. but 
notifshe has much fiesh on her bones. In- 
deed, none but thin women should display 
themseives on horseback. It is difficult 
enough for a hundred pounder to appear 
light and graceful in « saddle, and when it 
comes to anything over 130 or 140—don’t try it. 

On the iower part of the waist behind are 
three tongues with buttonholes, fastened to 
vuttons placed a iittle below the belt of the 
skirt. The same arrangement is on the seam 
Uaderthe arm. By this means the waist re- 
Mainsin the same place, no matter what 
movement there may be in riding. Many 
women use fancy styles for riding habits, but 
Buch things do not last, and the plain dregs is 
always elegant. Skir's have no more long 
trains, as they formerly had. Fora moderately 
tall figure the long side of the skirt is about a 
yard and a half, while the short one is rather 
more than a yard. 

Men’s high silk hats are in more general 
use than anv Other shape, and lace veils are 
twisted around them; or gauze veils are ar- 
ranged in draperies around the crowns and 
fastened in the back under alarge gauze 
rosette. A long piece of veiiing is sometimes 
taken around the neck and partiv over the 
face. The plaincst of linen underclothes are 
worn. The gloves are buckskin or kid, with 
coarse stitching. A high collar is oftenest 
worn, With a man’s white cravat.

AN ARCTIC TRIP. 


A Letter from a Survivor of the Jean- 
nette Kxpedition 
Washington Sp:2cial to N. Y. Herald. 


Mr. W. W. Danenhower yesterday received 
two letters from his son, Lieutenant John 
Danenhower, of the Jeannette Arctic Explor- 
ing Expedition. The first one is dated at 
Boiun, mouth of the Lena, November 9, 1881. 
There is addeda postscript dated at Yakutsk, 
December 17: 

“The trip up the river from Bolun to 
Yakutsk occupied thirty-six days and was 
made on sledges with dogs, reindeer and 
horses. Lieut. Danenhower descrives the 
journey as one full of severe hardships. There 
Were stations at intervals onthe way con: 
structed of logs. He describes the last one of 
these, soventeen miles from Yakutsk, the best 
one of the lot, as a smail log building, with a 


cow-sbed attached. It was composed 
of one room, in which were 
about twenty people when his 


party arrived. In the center was the body of 
a horse that had been killed for food and 
brought into the room to thaw out. During 
the night that the purty stopped at this hut 
Jick Cole, the boa'swain, while laboring un- 
der aberration of the mind. got up and 
started out to walk to New York to see his 
wife. The thermometer wax 60 devrees be- 
low zero, It required all of Lieutenant 
Danenhower’s persuasive powers to induce 
bim to come .ck tnto the hut,’?’ 

At Yakutsk Lieutenant Danenhower says 
be found a man who uoderstood French, and 
was taken to the Governor, who treated him 
with great kindness and consideration. He 
detailed a lieutenant with instructions to give 
the wants of the party special attention. They 
were quartered at a smal hotel! conducted on 
the American plan. Lieutenant Danenhower 
speaks of his stay at Yakutsk as having been 
exceedingly pleasant and comfortable under 
the circumstances. ‘**On December 24 the 
Governor sept an officer to Lieut. Danen- 
hower to ask him at what time the Chri-tmas 
festivities usually beganin America, and when 
informed tha: it Was usual to commence on 
(Christmas eve he sent his sleigh for the party 
to come to his residence for supper and to 
spend the evening.’’ In speaking of the ter- 
rible voyage of the party Lieut. Danenhower 


says they had to travel 700 miles over 
the ice from the ship to the 
mouth of the Lena. They laaded in shoal 


water aud were compelled to wade two miles 
toiand. They were forced to travel 100 miles 
further before they reached shelter, and he 
Says he was up five duys and four nights with- 
out sleep or rest. He mentions the fact that 
out of the thirty-three comprising the crew 
and officers of the Jeannette only thirteen are 
known to be liviog and one is Known to be 
dead. He closes his letter by wishing his fa- 
ther, mother, family and friends a merry 
Christmas.

THE TOBACCO TAX. 


Manufacturers Disgusted at the Slowness of 


Legisiation. 
About two weeks ago Congressman Hatch of 
Missouri introduced a bill, the purpose of 


which was toreduce the internal revenue tax 
This fact 


on tobacco eight cents per pound. 
has caused guite a commotion among the 
tobacco manufacturers and dealers through- 


out the country, and the indications are that 
the marmufacturers will hoid a convention at 


an early Gayto discuss the matter and take 
some action upon it. 

In conversation to-day with Mr. Fletcher 
Mathews, who represents the tobacco house of 
W. Duke, Sons Co., of Durham, N. C., and 
agent of the famous ‘‘Duke of Durham’’ 
brand, a PosT-DISPATCH reporter alluded to 
the subject and asked why it was that the in- 


troduction of this bill met with opposition 
from the manufacturers, whom, it appeared 
ne a casual glance, it was calculated to ben- 
ent. 

‘*‘The reason for that,’’ replied Mr. Math- 
ews, ‘‘isvery simple. It is having a very 
serious effect upon trade. Three years ago 
the tax was reduced from & cents to 16 cents 
per pound, and the taxon cigars was placed 
at $6 per thousand. Now they propose to re- 
duce it 8 cents more. The manufacturers 
want them to take it off entirely or let it alone 
asitis. Since 1872 the tobacco interest bas 
paidinto the treasury of the United States 
$542,358,458 13. This vast sum was given freely 
and cheertully because i was realized that the 
Government needed it to meet its liabilities 
with, but now that that necessity no longer 
exists itistimeto exempt from further exac.- 
tion an interest that has done so much. But 
if they willnot remove the tax entirely then 
the manufacturers want it left as it 
is. The reeult now of the introduction 
of this bill is that it knocks 
trade higher than akite. The dealers won't 
buy any tobacco untilthe matter is settled, 
for they know that if the bill passes the 
goods will cost them eight cents a pound less 
than they willnow. Therefore the manufac. 
turers are left with large stocks on hand, und 
a general stegnation im trade has resulted. 
You see, this tax applies to all classes of to- 
bacco, good, bad erindifferent. We have to 
pay just as mach ona pound of the poorest 
grade as we do en the very best. When the 
reduction was made three years ago the 
manufacturers guaranteed tne tax,and agreed 
to pay a rebate to the dealers of the amount 
ofthe reductionin case the reduction was 
made. Thus the business was not interfered 
with very much. But the manufacturers lost 
pO Inuch then that they will not consent to 


that plan now. Dealers will not run 
the risk of paying eight cents a pound more 
now than they can get tobacco 


for after the bill passes, and there the matter 
rests.’’ 

‘*‘What will the manufacturers do?’’ 

‘*They are making arrangements tohold a 
convention at Washington to prepare a memo- 
rialto Congress stating the case fully. This 
will be headed by the Lorillards, ard will con- 
tain the names of the manutacturers of Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis and all the large cities of the 
country, and it will probably havea good ef- 
fect. Trade has dropped flat since the intro- 
duction of the bill,and something must be 
done at once.’’ 

‘*Are the cigar-makers taking an active in- 
terest?’’ 

‘*‘No. They want the tax on cigars reduced 
$2, making 1t #4 a thousand, but this will prob-
